FOREWORD 


In our desine to bring Public Health to the communities of Lake County 
the department has become involved in a number of activities so as to meet 
the needs of alk - infants, children, youth of the County, the middle aged and 
senior citizens, who goodness knows, have been negkected for 50 many years. 


To satishy these multiple needs of this diverse population and establish 
a better philosophy for good health, we need help in many forms, such as 
cooperation with the public and also the political units for the necessary 
Legtskation and the wherewithal to carry out a program. 


The program in the year of 1974 started-a new movement. The Lake County 
Health Department vacated its old quarters and moved into the new Government 
Center. The present quarters have 20,000 square feet and was so designed to 
meet the expanding needs of the Health Department. 3 


The two major moves were the creation of a Chemical and Bacterial Laboratory. 
The Agasonine for the expansion of the Laboratories was considered to be a 
vital aouponent of all Health Department work. 


With the Environmental Division a surveillance and sampling program was 
worked out to pick up samples of all Sewage Treatment plants which discharged 
effituent into the stream... The sampling report indicated that the streams Of 
Lake County were being up-graded by the work which was being done by the two 
divisions, also the swimming pools and the Lake waters were sampled. The 
swimming pools were all satisfactory in the year of 1974. 


The Food Division has expanded their surveillance and picked up food samples 
on Delicatessen food, Dairy and Ice Cream products and took appropriate action 
when the sucd sample did not conform to standards set in the regulations. 


Other divisions within the Health Department showed a Lot of activity. The 
Public Schook nurses were active in the immunization programs and screening 
programs, white the Medicare Nurses worked on the ever increasing patient Load 
an the Medicare program. 


The year of 1975 will be a year of improvements and we hope one full of 
desine in bringing new programs to the people of Lake County. The first, being 
a Maternal and Child Health program. The second, the expansion of the Laboratory 
by increasing the work Load and adding a number of varieties in bacterial and 
chemical testing. The third, being a Hypertension screening program which will 
enable the potential hypertension patient to moniton his blood pressure. A 
fourth program is in Health Education. In this program this office intends to 
develop all the resources of the T.V. media and hopes to get the message of 
Good Health to the people in the County. The Health Department will endeavor to 
4ucceeed in atl the planned programs for the year 1975.

VITAL STATISTICS AND CLERICAL 


The Deputy Health Administrator's workload and responsibilities in the 
Administrative and Statistical functions of the Lake County Health Department 
have continued to increase. Vital Statistics has been responsible for the 
accountability of one thousand, seven hundred and two (1,702) births and one 
thousand, four hundred and two (1,402) deaths during the year 1974. This 
represents an increase of nine hundred and eighty-four (984) births and three 
hundred and thirteen (313) deaths over the preceeding year. Each death results 
in the necessary issuance of a burial permit and death certificate ~<a each 
birth correspondingly results in the issuance of a birth certificate, This 
expanding trend which began in 1973 with the opening of two (2) new Hospitals, 7 
carried on in 1974 with the opening of one (1) new Hospital, is expected to 
continue during 1975 with the planned opening of an additional new Hospital. 

As our Department's operating procedures have become more sophisticated, 
likewise the correspondence generated throughout the Health Department has : 
iiecreased. During the year 1974, this office odnvvated three thousand, two 
hundred and forty-two (3,242) pieces of correspondence an increase of three | 
hundred and twenty-nine (329) pieces of correspondence over the year 1973. 

As: the Department grows in terms of equipment and public service, in 
such areas as Laboratory, Air Pollution, Water Pollution and Environmental 
activities, so does the accounting and record keeping functions. This trend 
will continue as the Department strives to meet public demands for a healthier 


environment.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING DIVISION 


The Public Health Nursing Division consists of eight Public 


_ Health Nurses working under the direction of a Supervisor and 


the Lake County Health Commissioner. 


The duties and responsibilities of this department cover 
pay. areas and are subject to the changing health needs of the 
ounty. 


Public Health Nurses are presently servicing thirty-seven 
schools with a total enrollment of fifteen thousand, one hundred 
and thirty nine students. Each nurse makes routine visits to 
schools in assigned areas to provide school nursing services, 
implement and direct all health screening programs, detect pupil 
health problems through observation, interviews and screening 


tests. 


Screening Tests include: 


Periodic examinations foy impetigo, ringworm, pediculosis 
(head. lice), skin rashes and contagious diseases. This 
is done in all grades. 


Vision testing in grades, one, three, five and eight. The 
. school and parents are notified of defects. 


Hearing tests in grades, one, four, seven and tenth. The 
school and parents are notified of defects. 


Heights and Weights are done in grades one through six. 


Nurses assist families in obtaining medical appraisal and 
treatment of pupils with health problems when parents are unable 
to obtain such service. 


Health education is also an important part of school nursing. 
This education should begin with the student and include all 
persons involved with the student, parents, teachers, physicians, 
dentists, psychologists etc., in order to best serve the interests 
of the community. Health films and lectures are given in the 
individual classrooms and to parents to better promote good 
health, cleanliness and prevent disease. 


Tuberculosis testing is done in all schools during the 
school year in various grades. Grades currently being tested 
are pre-schoolers, five, eight, twelve, athletes, student 
cafeteria workers and all new students in our County. 


Public Health Nurses work closely with Crippled Children in 
the County making home calls on approximately one hundred seventy 
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children, new-born babies with congenital deformities and 
premature babies to evaluate and assist parents with problems 
and refer them to the proper clinic or department. 


Nurses also work closely with the Welfare Department in 
trying to prevent child abuse and with the Lake County Associat- ~ 
ion for the Retarded in order to educate the public to better 


help and understand this problem. 


Another community service is an. Immunization Clinic 
offered every Wednesday morning for children under twelve 
years of age. The clinic is free and offers diptheria, 
pertussis and tetnus, oral polio, measles and mumps vaccine. 
Tuberculosis testing for children and adults is also available. 


Currently being planned is a pre-natal clinic and a 
hypertensive screening program. This trend will continue as 
we constantly strive to meet the public health needs of Lake 
County.

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HOME CARE DIVISION 


The Home Care Division has continued its patient 
load with a total of 8,849 visits in 1974. This 
was done through the efforts of the eight (8) 
staff nurses working along with the family phy- 
Sicians. 


The care given in the home included bathing pat— 
ients, irrigations, changing of Foley Cath- 
eters, changing dressings, checking vital signs, 
giving injections, and active and passive ther— 
apye We have a contract with the Home Therapy 
Service for Physical Therapy requiring a Regis— 
tered Therapist in the home. We also have a 
Speech Therapist under contract with Kenneth 
Anderson, RSP. The Therapists work along with 
the physician, and the nurses. Occupational 
Therapy is also provided by the nurses to pat— 
ients requiring assistance in this type of care. 


Our Hospital Co-ordinator is working through 
the hospitals in the area, with the family phy— 
sicians, to direct home care where care is 
needed. She is seeing patients in Our Lady of 
Mercy Hospital, Dyer, St. Mary Medical Center, 
Hobart and St. Anthony's Hospital, Crown Point. 
Through her efforts patients and their fami- 
lies are informed of the care available to them. 


With the opening of St. Mary Medical Center in. 
Hobart during 1973 our case load had increased 
40% and an additional 40% increase occurred 
with the opening of St. Anthony's Hospital in 
Crown Point during 1974. With the planned 
opening of the Methodist Hospital in Merrill- 
ville during 1975, we are projecting an addi- 


tional increase of approximately 40% of our 


present case load and will definitely require 
more nurses to care for the patients as well 
as to co-ordinate the new hospitals and to pro- 
vide additional co-ordination with the Munster 
Community Hospital, Munster. We feel we need 
a minimum of one (1) Hospital Co-ordinator and 
one (1) additional Home Care Nurse to provide 
the services necessary for good patient care.

VENEREAL DISEASE 


Venereal infections continue to be the most ser- 
ious communicable disease control problem in the 
Lake County community. Over twenty percent of In- 
diana'ts Gonorrhea morbidity last year was within 
the borders of Lake County. Although this is an 
alarming incidence of disease it does allow for the 
optimism that more cases are in fact being brought 
to proper medical attention. 


Disease control however, is still a problem. Vene-— 
real diseases are indiscriminant in their prefer... 
ence for socio-economic groups; there is more sop- 
histicated and convenient transportation to and 
from various communities, states and even coun 
tries; the gonococcus is becoming increasingly re— 
sistant to antibiotics and the asymptomatic female 
who may be harboring the disease, transmitiing it 
to others and at the same time is hardly aware of 
her condition. 


To spearhead the control program at its heart a gOe 
norrhea screening project was launched at the end 
of 1973. Its purpose was to detect the large re 
servoir of gonorrhea known to be existing in the 
asymptomatic (without apparent symptoms) female. 
Since its initiation the Lake County project has 


-examined over 5000 cultures, discovering a 3.5% 


positivity rate, an awesome number of people un~ 
aware they are infected with a serious disease. 


With the absence of a clinic, no diagnoses, post 
treatment observations, serologies or smears were 
taken. This condition created a dependency on 
statistics and epidemiological reports provided by 
agencies other than our own. With increased lab 
oratory facilities however, it is hopeful that our 
culture analyses will as much as double for the 
following year. It is also hopeful that in the 
near future a serology division and a clinic will 
be integral parts of our total disease control 
project.

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AIR POLLUTION DIVISION 


~ The Air Pollution Division of the Lake County Health Department 
continued its weekly air sampling program at stations in Crown 
Point and Whiting. Data was collected on particulates, sulphur 
dioxide and carbon dioxide. At no time in 1974 did contaminents 
exceed the guidelines set down by the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency. Although we do have problems with certain 
industries we feel that they are making progress towards compliance 
with State of Indiana Regulations. In addition to complaints 
about individuals engaged in leaf burning, trash disposal and 
improper use of incinerators. 


The two staff members attended Visible Emissions Evaluation 

School conducted by the Indiana State Air Pollution Division, 

and are now qualified as Smoke Inspectors. They also attended 

Air Pollution courses at Valparaiso University and at Indiana 
Technical Vocational Institute for which they received certificates. 


The average for one year of particulate matter for Whiting was 
higher than for Crown Point, although neither average exceeded 
the E.P.A. limit of 1,000 micrograms / cubic meter.

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' ENVIRONMENTAL DIVISION 


The Environmental Division continued its function of providing service to the 
public in an endeavor to obtain a cleaner and safer environment for the people. 
To perform this enormous task, many times it is necessary to protect people 
from themselves through enforcement of good housekeeping and sanitation prac- 
ticese 


In carrying out this program the Sanitarians investigated and rechecked a 
total of five hundred and ninety (590) sewage violations. In addition, in 
carrying out these investigations it was necessary to conduct and recheck one 
hundred and thirty~eight (138) dye tests. 


A large percentage of the Sanitarians time was spent in investigating and re- 
checking complaints. The complaints include: Homes Unfit for Human Habitation, 
Rubbish, Trash and Garbage Violations, Animal and Vector Control. There were 
more than nine hundred (900) such investigations and rechecks conducted through— 
out the year. 


The Environmental Sanitarians forwarded one hundred and sixteen (116) animal 
heads to the State Board of Health Laboratory for rabies examinations. 


More than two thousand (2,000) water samples were collected by the Sanitarians 
for laboratory testing. These samplings included residential water quality 
surveys, public water supply, V. A. and F. H. A. water samples, lake samples, 
public and private swimming pool samples and motel and mobile home park well 
samples. . 


A total of two hundred and fifty-two motels and mobile home park inspections 
were conducted to insure safe, presentable and sanitary operations of these 
accommodations. 


For new construction, a total of two hundred and ninety—eight (298) septic 
systems approvals were issued during calendar year 1974. Over four hundred 
(400) inspections and rechecks of new septic system installations were con- 
ducted throughout the year. 


While it may be noted that a decrease in workload occurred in some environ- 
mental areas throughout the year, due to a staggering economy, a significant 
increase in the workload was experienced in other areas because of an in- 
creased public awareness and demand for a healthier environment. It is be- 
lieved that this trend of public demand will continue during the year 1975 
and we will endeavor to meet the challenge.

Ao Me Oc Se personnel along with the Regional Task Force worked together to remedy 

another problem thatswarose. Since most people arrived here early with little money 
from other bad crops ‘elsewhere, they had to have food stamps and medical attention 

to subsist on while they waited for the Picking Season to begin. 


Working through the food stamp office and the township offices aid was given the 
migrant families. There was some difficulty encountered in qualifying the people 
for food stamps, due to the Indiana State's Welfare Department Interpretation of 
Federal Food Stamp Guide Lines. 
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MIGRANT CAMPS — 1974, 


The Lake County Food Stamp office finally relented somewhat. Their 
previous contention was that migrant families weren't eligible for 
food stamps if they were living here and owned a home elsewhere. 
This property supposedly made them too rich to ask for assistance. 
This interpretation of Food Stamp Regulations was never fully clar. 
ified. 


For a time there were migrant families throughout the couty that 
were not receiving adequate food supplies. Most importantly of all, 
the children weren't being fed adequately at home. 


Aside from the camp inspections, our office provided a health nurse 
who made weekly visits in the peak summer months. 


Most of the people were given medical attention either through our 
nurse or through doctors that were paid for by A. M. 0. Se, Inc. 


Our department worked within the framework of the migrant task force 

in order to provide housing, job placement, and other aid which could 
be obtained from other Public Assistance Agencies. This type of 
assistance was not easily accessible to A. M. 0. Sey Inc. Consequently, 
the task force filled this need. 


The task force was comprised of individuals who were sympathetic to 
the plight of the migrant. These individuals were active within their 
organization or had contacts which made the task force effective. 


The picking season of 1974 was quite eventful and unduly harsh to 

some families within the migrant stream. The farmer also suffered some 
setbacks throughout the season. Hopefully, this coming season will 
make up for the last.

Despite the progress which has been achieved, food-borne illness continues to 
be a major public health problem. The incidence of such ilJness can be reduced 
, by the application of the basic principles of food protection. However, to ach- 
ieve this on a day to day basis, better understanding on the part of many food 
service employees must be developed, and this in turn will necessitate a max- 
imum of cooperation between our health department and food service establish 


ments e 


Long term improvements of local food establishments and inspection programs is 
dependent upon sagaate managers and employees of food establishments having a 
thorough knowledge and understanding of the true significance of sanitary 
food establishment. Various workshops and training conference conducted in 
part by members of our staff are attended by persons employeed in the retail 


food establishments. 


Lake County Health Department has close cooperation with the State Board of 
Health and officials of the U. S. Food and Drug Administration, with regard 
to enforcement problems pertaining to products originating in other states 

and sold in Lake County. This is Savtdouladty true in the field of labeling 


foods to comply with applicable laws.

Foreign material in a pint carton of whipping cream. Our laboratory 
analysis report shows it is burned butter fat from heaters that heat 
the top of cartons to seal them. Letter sent to Company to correct 
this type of operation. 


Customer purchaseda piece of bees with some type of a hard substance in the 
center of the bees which she chains 46 some type of a tumor. Beek picked up 
and sent to State Board of Health Laboratory. Report back from the State Lab, 
stating that the hard substance was cartilaginour tissue. This is a normal 
tissue which 48 semi-hard covering on some bones of the joint surfaces to permit 
smooth action and diminishes friction. There was no evidence of cancer on tumor 
condition. 


Customer purchased three pounds of ground beef from retail food market. When 
she arrived home she opened the package and it was grayish in color. Package 
picked up from her home to have it analized at our laboratory. Sanitarian went 
to the store where purchase was made, and the meat manager identified this to be 
frozen Austrailian beef. He stated that they grind the beef three times because 
the beef is semi-frozen when put in the grinder. Our laboratory analysis report 
showed twenty-six percent fat content, which is below U.S.D.A. limit on ground 
meat. Also showed no additives or adulteration. 


Customer purchased package of Monk Fish from retail food market and when she 
started to prepare this fish for supper she noticed some type of worms in the 
tissue. It has been determined by our Microbiologist that al] the worms were of 
class Nematoda (round worms). This is pathogenic to fish, birds and fish eating 
mammals. It is not pathogenic to man. The hazard in this commercial fish is 
purely that of aesthetics.’ 


BAKED POTATO WRAPPED IN ALUMINUM FOIL WHEN OPENED TO EAT IT, SHE SAW WHAT APPEARED 
TO LOOK LIKE A COCKROACH ON THE FOIL. SAMPLE OF THE POTATO WAS TAKEN FROM THE 
RESTAURANT FOR ANALYSIS BY THE FOOD MICROBIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. REPORT SHOWED 

LT TO BE POTATO SPROUTS AND NOT A COCKROACH AS STATED. INSTRUCTED MANAGER OF

Outdated cans of liquid baby food purchased in Drug Store. Found fourteen cans 
of liquid baby food on the shelve that were outdated. Instructed manager to 
remove all outdated cans from his shelves and had them destroyed. Letter sent to 
Company. 


When eating a hamburger in a restaurant she removed a hair that was in between

ANNUAL REPORT 


Four hundred and fifty-six (456) well water samples were tes— 
ted by the Laboratory; of these, seventy-seven (77) samples 
were determined to be wnsatisfactory for drinking. 


Of nine hundred and seventy-two (972) pool water samples tes- 
ted, one hundred and eight (108) were determined to be un 
satisfactory. Instructions for chlorinating contaminated 
wells were enclosed with report of unsatisfactory test re~ 
sults to residents concerned. Unsatisfactory swimming pools 
were notified as soon as possible to correct the cause of 
contamination, by proper chlorination and/or draining and 
cleaning of swimming pool and premises. 


Seventy (70) well water samples tested for V. A. and Farm 
Loan Approvals include bacteriological and chemical tests. 
ie.; chemical tests for detergent and nitrate content. 


Lakes and streams were tested primarily for fecal coliform 
by membrane filter method. In addition, Biochemical Oxygen 
Demand Tests were performed for supplementary data in the 
case of survey investigations or possible court cases. Of 
the samples of Lakes and Streams tested, ninety-five (95) 
samples were determined to have excessive fecal coliform 
counts. 


Most of the three hundred and thirty~eight (338) waste 
water samples, raw and treated, were obtained from twenty-= 
seven (27) waste water treatment. facilities within juris— 
diction of the Lake County Health Department. The remaining 
samples were collected from streams and ditches for survey 
investigations and/or complaints. Tests performed were pri- 
marily Biochemical Oxygen Demand and Suspended Solids, plus 
selected Chemical Tests. Test results show that twenty-six: 
percent (26%) of the waste water treatment plants are treat 
ing their waste water most effectively, (85-95% reduction in 
BOD and Suspended Solids); forty one percent (41% are mode- 
rately effective in treatment of their waste water (75-81% 
in BOD and Suspended Solids Reduction), whereas, thirty~ 
three percent (33%) are treating their waste water in um 
satisfactory manner (less than 75% reduction in BOD and sus— 
pended Solids). 


Numerous Chemical Tests were performed on potable and waste 
water. Most frequent tests performed are pH, Salinity, Con 
ductance, Nitrates, Dissolved Solids, Suspended Solids, 
Ammonia, Chlorides, Detergents, Hardness, Alkalinity and Sul- 
fate. More recent tests include Toxic Metals and Chemicals, 
such as Lead, Zinc, Sodium, Mercury and Iron, Soo, Phenol, 
Cyanide, Hydrogen Sulfide.

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Twenty-four (24) survey samples were performed during the 

a+ year. Most of these were concerned with Potable water and 
Recreational. Waters. Selected Bacteriological and Chemical’ 
tests were performed. Test results were used in Interpretive 
analysis of effects of water treatment and surface water in- 
filtration into well water and waste. water quality. 


Bighty (80) Food Samples were analyzed_by Bacteriological 
Laboratory personnel. These include tests for E Coliform 
and fat in Hamburger meat, parasitic worms in Chop Suey, 
worms in frozen fish, and other household products, plate 
count and Coliform Bacteria in Delicatessen food, Salmonella 
in Stool Samples, Bacteria in Pop, Salmonella, Staph, Aner— 
obes, Entero Bacters and Clostoridium perfringens in food. 


Five thousand, eight hundred and twenty-eight (5,88) 
Venereal Disease Cultures were obtained from Clinics in the 
County and throughout Indiana and analyzed by the Bacterio- 
logy Laboratory personnel. Approximately three and one half 
percent (3.5%) of these were determined to be Positive for 
Gonorrhoeae.
